AUTO DITCHED AND 4 HURT; 
CHICAGO MEN ARE VICTIMS. 


E., Earl O’Neill Reports Injury to 
Richard L. Boyer, Frank Dender, 
and L. J. Smith Near South Bend.

Four Chicago men were injured in an auto- 
mobile accident which occurred six miles west 
of South Bend, Ind., yesterday afternoon, ac- 
cording to E. Parl O'Neill, 1088 Sheridan road, 
owner of the car. Richard L. Boyer, a mem- 
ber of the heard of trade, and Frank Dender, 
also of the board of trade. were the most seri- 
ously hurt. The other victim of the accident, 
Mr ONeill said, was Lloyd J. Smith, 1549 
Sheridan road: 

According to Mr. O'Neill, the party left Chi- 
cago early in the morning for South Bend. 
The start home was made shortly after 4 
o'clock. When about six miles from that 
city, while the automobile was running about 
thirty-seven miles an hour, the front tire 
exploded. 

In an instant the machine piunged acroes 
the ditch running along the side of the coun- 
try road and into a barb wire fence. Mr. 
Boyer was thrown in iront of tue car, landing 
on his head. He was pi:kcd up in an uncon- 
scious condition.

He was other- 
wise hurt. Smith escaped with bruises. 
O'Neill held on to the steering wheel and was 
not seriously injured. 

The machine was so badly damaged that 
it was abandoned and a carriage was secured 
for the Injured men. They were all taken 
back to South Bend and took a train, arriv- 
ing n Chicago at 9 o'clock last night. 

We were running pretty fast, thirty-seven 
miles an 8 when the front tire exploded,” 
said O'Neill after his return to Chicago.

3 Weaver Vietim of Collision 
of Machine with Train in 
Logansport, Ind.

WARSHIP SINKS SCHOONER; 
NINE FISHERMEN DROWNED. 


German Training Versel Runs Town a 
Gloucester Fishing Smack, Cutting It 
in Two During Fog. 

; 


HALIFAX, N. S., Aug. 9.—The Gloucester, 
Mass., fishing schooner Maggie and May, 
Capt. Erick McCathran, was run down and 
sunk by the German school ship Freya, Capt. 


Haas, sixty miles southeast of Halifax, at 
{11:30 p. m. Saturday, and Capt. McCathran 
and eight of the erew of the schooner were 


drowned: Four men were rescued. At the 
time of the collision a dense fog prevailed. 

The warship was going about eight knots 
at the time ot the -accident. When the 
schooner was sighted the course of the ship 
was altered as quickly as possible, but a 
collision could not be averted. With a crash 
the steel prow of the Freya crashed into 
the side of the fishing vessel, cutting it 
almost in two, 

It is belleved that many of the fishermen 
were instantly killed in their bunks, as few 
were seen struggling in the waters after 
the collision. The warship’s boats were 
quickly launched and life lines were thrown 
to the men in the water. Three of them 
were picked up, while a fourth clung to the 
life line and was hauled aboard. 

The Freya cruised around for several hours 
with the hope of rescuing others of the 
crew, who it was thought might be clinging 
to floating wreckage, but none was found. 


TWO BOYS KILLED ON BRIDGE, 
LOSING RACE WITH DEATH. 


Monon Fast Train Runs Lads Down 
as They Strive to Reach a Place of 
Safety. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 9.—More than a 
score of men and women stood on the banks 
of White river, north of Broad Ripple, about 
seven miles from Indianapolis, this afternoon 
and watched Hubert Staley, 17 years old, and 
John Weston, 19, run a frantic race with 
death for 200 feet across the Monon railroad 
bridge, which spans the stream at that point. 
The race was a losing one for the young men, 
for before they had reached the end cg the 
structure they were hurled to their deaf® by 
passenger train No. 33, running at a high rate 
of speed. 

A companion of the boys, Herbert Jenkins, 
18 years old, was saved by reaching the end 
of the bridge a few seconds ahead of the 
speeding train. When Jenkins reached the 
end of the structure he hurled himself down 
the grade, and climbing back up the em- 
bankment saw the fate of his companions. 

Young Staley was carried 200 feet upon the 
track, his body scattered along the right of 
way, while Weston's body was thrown down 
the embankment.

AMERICAN GRAIN INSPECTION. 

Bills were introduced in both houses 
at the last session of congress to provide 
for a federal inspection of grain enter- 
ing into interstate commerce and to se- 
cure uniformity in standards and classi- 
fication of grain. They were an attempt 


to meet the loud and continued complaints 


made in European grain markets that for 
several years shipments of American 
wheat and corn have not agreed in quan- 
tity or quality with the certificates issued 


that there had been good cause for com- 
plaint in many instances. | 

Congress did not legislate on the sub- 
ject. A plan to improve conditions was 
drafted by men representing the princi- 
pal European grain centers and was sub- 
mitted to the leading grain associations 
of the United States, but failed fo meet 
with their approval. It is said that be- 
cause of this inaction the American grain 


trade in Purope is suffering now and is 


likely to suffer more unless foreign buyers 
can have some assurance that they will 
not get grain of a grade inferior to that 
they have bargained for. | 

In view of this disagreeable state of 
affairs a special agent of the department 
of commerce and labor who has been 
studying the question recommends an in- 
ternational conference. He would have 
representatives of the American grain 
exporters meet the representatives of the 
various grain exchanges of the united 
kingdom and the continent, take action 
calculated to remove the causes of com- 
plaint, and thus obviate the necessity of 
a national inspection. | 

Such an inspection would call for the 
services of. many men and would be ex- 
pensive. it would be an extension of 
federal ‘authority which congress would 
be reluctant to sanction. But if the grain 
growers of the United States shall reach 
the conclusion that they are at a disad- 
vantage in the important European mar- 
ket because of a faulty inspection system 
they will demand an improvement and 
congress will be forced to act. 

The conditions being what they are, it 
would ‘be well for the American grain ex- 
porters to take the advice which is given 
them and have a heart to heart talk with 
the representatives of the foreign grain 
exchanges. It is to their manifest inter- 
est that American grain should maintain 
the high standard it once had. They 
should leave nothing undone to protect the 
foreign buyer of American grain against 
fraud in quality or quantity. 


ELIMINATE THE MAN. 


Defective rails and rolling stock are 
responsible for many railroad accidents, 
but it is admitted that the human factor 
Is, the chief element. If employés always 
anderstood and obeyed orders, and if they 
always had their wits about them, there 
would be few railroad wrecks.

In Germany, according to the new code of 
the empire now in force, no act of the sov- 
ereign or of the government, and no legal 
Process can deprive a noble of his nobiliary 
attributes and titles, providing they have 
been bestowed in due form or have been ob- 
tained by legitimate inheritance. Convic- 
tion of felony and of high treason, while 
they entail the forfeiture of offices, orders 
of knighthood, of franchise, and of all civic 
rights, do not affect the offenders’ nobiliary 
titles. True, these are bestowed in the first 
place by the crown. But once bestowed they 
cannot be withdrawn. When the present 
code of the German empire was being elab- 
orated Prussia made vigorous endeavors to 
include the forfeiture of nobiliary status and 
titles in the loss of civic rights following the 
conviction for felony and high treason. But 
the other states of the confederation were 
opposed to the views of the Prussian repre- 
sentatives on the commission appointed to 
elaborate the code of the empire, and the 
mütter was dropped. 

It ia different in Austria. There conviction 
of felony and loss of civic rights are accom- 
panied by forfeiture of nobility. The Rus- 
sian, Spanish, and Italian s are iden- 
tical with that of Germany this regard, 
and in Russia no matter how much the scion 
of a princely house may be involved, either 
in ordinary crimes or in nihilist outrages of 
a homicidal character, and be subjected in 
connection therewith to the severest form 
of penal servitude and degradation, yet noth- 
ing can deprive him of his princely title. 

In England the forfeiture of a peerage can 
now only take place through attainder—that 
is to say, by act of parliament. The 4t- 
tainder my be voted either for high treason 
or for felony. In the cases of high treason 
it annuls the title forever, unless crown and 
parliament unite to repeal the attainder, in 
favor of the heirs of the original offender. 
In instances of felony the effect of the at- 
talnder expires with the death of the peer 
attainted. It is not only peers who can 
be thus attainted by crown and parl nt, 
but also the next heirs to peerages, It is 
rare, indeed, that peerages have been at- 
tainted for anything else than treason to 
the state, at any rate within, the last 200 or 
300 years. For, although the fourth Earl 
Ferrers was convicted of murder by the 
house of lords in 1760, sentenced to death, 
and hanged with a silk instead of a hempen 
rope from the public gallows at Tyburn, yet 
his peerage was not attainted, the earldom 
and the other family honors devolving upon 
his brother as soon as he had been launched 
into eternity. 

And in the same way no suggestion even 
was made in parliament to attaint the peer- 
age of Earl Russell when a few years ago 
he was convicted by the house of lords 
of the felony of bigamy, the crime having 
been perpetrated mr this country. In fact, 
he has retained not only his titles, but also 
his civie rights, and is how onee more occu- 
pying his seat in the house of lords as an 
active member of the imperial legislature. 

Whether baronetcies could be forfeited in 
the same way as peerages is a question open 
to argument, and while there are some people 
who hold that nothing is impossible to an 
act of parliament, by means of which every- 
thing can be accomplished, yet there is no 
instance on record of a baronetcy having 
been forfeited by crime or political offenses 
on the part of its holder.

If I mention this it is in response to several 
inquiries which have reached me from read- 
ers in various parts of the country, asking 
whether Prince Philip Eulenburg, in the 
event of Iie trial at Berlin for perjury and 
subornation of perjury resulting in his con- 
viction, he would have forfeited, along with 
his civil rights, his titles of prince and of 
count and his nobiliary attributes. 

By the adjournment sine die of the trial 
owing to the grave illness of the prince and 
before a conviction had been reached his 
family has estaped financiatruin. The 
costs of the trial, especially in connection 
with the army of witnesses, have been enor- 
mous, and had the case been brought to a 
conclusion the inevitable conviction of the 
prince would have resulted in his being con- 
demned to pay all the costs, along with the 
other penalties—namely: imprisonment, for- 


-feiture of all honors other than those of a 


nobiliary character, and the loss of his civil 
rights. The physicians consulted by the 
courts, by the prosecution, and by the de- 
tense, regarding the physical condition ot 


the prince, are not only united in declaring 


that physically and mentally he was incapa- 
ble of any longer defending himself, but are 
likewise unanimous in the opinion that his 
recovery is hopéless, intimating that his 
death in the near future is assured, 


a 


Were, however, a miracle to take place 
and the prince to recover sufficiently to be 
able defend himself the entire trial 
would have to be begun over again from the 
beginning, with a new jury, the evidence of 
the witnesses being furnished anew. In the 
interests of the public it is to be hoped that 
nothing ot the kind will de necessary, and 
that since the prince, in the face of the evi- 
dence already furnished and established 
during the course of his three weeks trial, 
can never expect to rehabilitate or clear him- 


i self, both his own sufferings and those of 


his relatives may speedily be relieved by his 
death. 

Meanwhile he must remain a prisoner. For 
while the crown would have the power to 
pardon or to commute his penalty if once 
convicte@ and sentenced, it is powerless to 
take any such action as long as the case 16 
not decided. In fact, the only thing that the 
crown could do would be to cause him to be 
subjected to the same treatment as offenders 
whose reason is to puch an extent unbal- 
anced as to render them incapable of de- 
fending themselves, and who are committed 
administratively to a state lunatic asylum, 
there to be detained during the pleasure

Health Department Says Increased 
Death Rate of Infants Results from 
Improper Food and Care of Them. 


Because of the continued hot and dry 
weather, Chicago is threatened with a milk 
famine. The city health department reports 
thet the milk supply has decreased 30 
cent in the last two weeks and that many of 
the samples analyzed have been grade. 

A marked increase in the numberof deaths 
of children under 2 years of age from diar- 
rheal diseases also is reported. More than 
80 per cent of these deaths have been in 
familiés in the congested districts. 
health department bulletin says: 

Most of these deathe were avoidable. The 
great majority are attributable to lack of 
proper care. Get only the best milk for 
babies. None are so poor as to be unable to 
optain the best milk, for the milk commis- 
sion of the Children’s Hospital society has 
established milk stations throughout the con- 
gested areas of the city and will supply pure 
wholesome milk for sick children at a price 
below cost.“

PERUVIAN DIPLOMAT ARRESTED 
FOR QUARRELING WITH Wirk. 


Woman, Former Washington Belle, Also 
Arrested by Los Angeles Police, but 
Escapes by Putting Up Bail. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 9.—[{Special.]— 
Sefior Allejandro Garland, son of the vice 
president of Peru and former secretary of 
the Peruvian legation at Washington, spent 
last night in the city jail on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. His wife, Louise Gar- 
land, who was Louise Scott, and who is a 
cousin of Mrs. Charies J. Bonaparte, wife 
of the attorney general, is a beautiful 
woman, well known at the national capital. 
She Was arrested with Garland on the same 
charge, but escaped imprisonment by de- 
positing $50 cash bail to insure her appear- 
ance in the police court Monday morning. 
The arrests grew out of @ quarrel between 
the two, which began Thursday, over Gar- 
land's objection to his wife carrying on a 
correspondence with a number of officials 
and politicians in Washington.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—The 
Texans who are in Washington to make a 
protest against an increase of freight rates in 
their territory have carried their fight to the 
president, who told them that their request 
had been referred to Attorney General Bona- 
parte. One of the main pleas of the south- 
erners before the interstate commerce com- 
mission last week was a suggestion that the 
commission request the department of jus- 
tice to prosecute the railroads who are parties 
to the southern rate raise under the law pro- 
hibiting combinations in restraint of trade.

LEPER, VIOLENTLY INSANE, 
WILL REMAIN IN ARIZONA. 


— —ͤ—; 
No Law Exists to Take Mrs. Wardwell 
to Molokai Colony—Aged Husband 
Faithful Till Death. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—Though virtu- 
ally a part of the United States, the leper col- 
ony on isolated Molokai cannot recruit its 
death marked population from this country. 
It is this fact that warde it impossible for 
government officials to ply with the re- 
quest of the, territorlab authorities of Arizona 
for the deportation of Mrs. Gen. Wardwell, 
whom the disease has claimed for its victim. 

According to Dr. H. D. Geddings, assistant 
e general of the public health and 
m hospital service, the settlement at 
Molokai is strictly a territorial enterprisé. 

There exists neither law nor precedent to 
warrant the removal of a leper from any 
state or territory, however, to the settlement, 
and Dr. Geddings voices the opinion of the 
bureau that the Hawaiian health authorities 
would not approve such a move. 

The probable correctness of this view is 
emphasized by the fact that it would be nec- 
essary to transport the patient first to Hon- 
olulu, there to remain until arrangements 
could be made for sending her to the colony. 
It is likely that she will never leave Arizona. 

Mrs. Wardwell’s case is an unusually 
pathetic one. Doomed in her declining years 
to live an outcast from society and to en- 
dure a living death, her mind has given way 
and she has gone violently mad. Closely 
quarantined in a lonely spot in Tombstone, 
her isolation is made doubly secure, for she 
is kept shackled to her bedpost. 

To make the case sadder, her feeble hus- 
band, 86 years old, is ill as the result of an 
operation for cancer and unable to minister 
to the needs of his afflicted wife. With a 
devotion that 8 the admiration of all 
mankind, the aged man insists on remain- 
ing with her until they are parted by death.

Drought and High Temperature Reduce 
Former High Estimates. 


Increased speculative activity based on 
damage to the spring wheat crop, with a 
bulge in values of 4%c to 4\%c early in the 
week, followed by a sharp break later on 
heavy realizing sales characterized the 
wheat market last week. Trade at times 
was the broadest in months, but was not 
sustained throughout the week, and follow- 
ing the government report there was enor- 
mous profit taking with a moderate dwind- 
ling of the outside business, which took the 
edge off the market and dissipated a large 
portion of the gains scored. The failure of a 
leading flour concern in the northwest was 
an unsettling factor also. Final prices 
Saturday were 2%c to 2%c higher than the 
week before, the May scoring the most de- 
cisive gain. 


Black Rust and Blight Factors. 
Black rust and blight reports from the 


* merthwest, with crop experts reporting much 


reduced yields in all three of the principal 
spring wheat states, were chiefly responsible 
for the speculative furore early in the week, 
and were partially borne out by the govern- 
ment report, which was issued on Friday. 
The impairment of the condition of the spring 
wheat crop was quite as bullish as had been 
articipated, but the total yield indicated— 
about 187,000,000 bu—was larger than the 
trade expected. Private reports the last few 
days had indicated a yield not much in éx- 
cess of a year ago, when the three states had 
155,000,000 bu. The government made the 
ecrdition 80.7, compared to 89.4 a month ago, 
anc suggested a total crop of spring wheat 
9 248,000,000 bu, while the winter wheat 
estimate was raised slightly to 425,000,000 bu, 
making a total yield of 678,000,000 bu.
